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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant agrees with the Examiner that "the 
polyurethane film filtering element (22) of Huter et al does disclose having a thickness of ABOUT 0.001 to about 0.005 inch (col. 7, lines 
45-59). However, Applicant disagree that such 0.001 inch as recited in Huter et al is 25.4 micrometers (according to conversion units) 
instead of being less than 25 micrometers as claimed. Note, it is the Examiner's postion that since Huter et al does disclose the filter 
element (22) having a thickness of ABOUT 0.001 inches (25.4 micrometers). The examiner must given the claims broadest reasonable 
interpretation in light of the applicant's specfication. The Examiner disagrees with Applicant's amendment after final and has maintained 
the ground of rejection under Huter et al for this reason that the filter element (22) of Huter et al appears inherently capable of having the 
thickness of about 24.9 micrometers. 
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
